Tom  Powell  donated  his  legendary  magnificent  can¬ 
teen  of  cutlery  for  the  Snooker  Tournament,  and  George 
Mousally  also  provided  the  two  silver  services  for  the 
Handicap  Snooker  and  the  Billiard  Handicap.  By  the  way, 
the  Championship  Snooker  was  won  by  Angus'  son  Warren 
Foster  and  the  Billiards  Championship  won  by  the  gallant 
Ken  McDonald.  The  amenities  at  Tattersall's  Club  are  so 
rewarding,  as  evidenced  by  the  four  prizes  won  by  Angus 
Foster  this  year,  which  also  included  the  Club  Trophy.
